REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With respect 
to claim 16, applicant's arguments as they relate to the reference to 33 and the varying 
the amount of molten material provided to the die in-line to vary the weight percent of 
reinforcing material in the second strip and subsequently wound the strip upon a form to 
make a composite hollow body the arguments presented regarding Gray have been 
found to be persuasive. As such, claim 38 ahs additionally been found to define over the 
prior art of record. Regarding claim 16, the arguments applicant presented regarding the 
reference to Smith have been found to be persuasive. It should be noted that applicant's 
arguments regarding the width of the strip has NOT bee found persuasive. Note that 
Garman Patent '159 clearly suggested that a tape or fabric would have been useful in 
the processing and not just a roving and one skilled in the art would have determined 
through routine experimentation the specific width of the tape employed.
